A Word on Education. 


By Mentor. 


OME weeks ago I happened to be in a Provincial town. and I was 
invited by the master of a school which I visited to ‘oat to the 
class that was thén in session, any question I chose, with a view 
to testing the children’s ability. I asked them to say in a few 

words what they knew about Lord Curzon who had just passed away. For 
the most part, the little ones had not the foggiest notion of the deceased 
Statesman. But one little boy had, and he ventured to tell me that Lord 
‘‘arzon was an Indian who hunted lions and tigers, and that sort of thing ! 
Thus pass the glorious ones of the world! .1 felt anxious to know, for 
this class was one composed in the main of non-Jewish children, whether 
eur own children were more conversant with current topics. On the 
i lowing Sunday, therefore, I attended some Synagogue Classes, and was 
;crmittied to ask the little ones some queries. I found that most of them 
were fairly well acquainted with the Bible stories of Noah and the 
Patriarchs, and Joseph, and Israel in Egypt, as well as of Moses, and the 
giving Of the Law. But the names of the Judges and, moreover. what 
they did, appeared “thin” to these little scholars, while such beings 
«# Isaiah and Jeremiah and Ezekiel called to mind in the majority of 
instances nothing at all, and in some exceptional cases they suggested 
evly the name of a Haphtorch. 
2 2 
It goes without saying that of posi-Biblical history these children 
knew absolutely nothing—I refer to the period between the close of the 
Biblical canon and the Jewish National débdcie. Such names as 
Anstobulus and Herod the Great, or Mariamne, they had never heard of, 
an the only piece of our people's story during that period of which they 
knew anything at all was the Maccabean incident. But that incident the 
most intelligent of the children viewed entirely from the aspect of a 
religious observance, without the remotest reference to surrounding 
cucemstances or contributory canses, and, of course, without any 
sort of an idea of the result to and effect upon Jewish history 
of the brave exploits of Judas and his family» Again, it goes without say- 
ing that coming to modern times, eo far as Jewish history went, the minds of 
these children were a blauk. Such fateful movements as Chassidism or that 
of the Haskelak they had never been told of. Of vital personalities like 
Maimonides or Joseph Caro or the Ibn Ezras or Moses Mendelssohn, not 
one of them (and some of them were reaching towards the end of their 
teens) knew anything at all. I tried them on questions relating to current 
subjects of the day, and I found little, if any, knowledge of them with 
these young ones. Of men like Sir Moses Montefiore and Sir JulN& 
(ioldsmid and the place they held in Anglo-Jewry, about the persecution 
which our people have suffered in Russia or in the Ukraine, the aecquaint- 
ance was but elemental. And I found that the same applied to non-Jewish 
subjects. Most of these children knew accurately the dates of the accession 
«nd death of the kings and queens of England, but simply nothing about 
the modern development of the Empire, or of the Irish question, or of the 
very meaning of Free Trade.

Now, I suggest that this revealed a system of edacation that can be 
‘eomed nothing otherwise than topsy-turvy. I know it is the system that 
general. Little children are taught first in the way of history the things 
thatare supposed to have come first. The stories of Adam and Eve, and of 
Noah and Abraham are supposed to be the fit mental pabulam for those 
litle past babyhood, while older children are taught in gradation, in aeccord- 
ance with them age, the later events, while for the most part,-since they do 
ot get as far during their school days, the young ones have to pick up 
urrent events and subjects of current interest, just as they can. In a 
large namber of instances, they pick these things up from their parents 
and acquaintanees, and we have consequently the ridiculous position that 
children are sent to expensive schools in order to be taught about events 
and occurrences 30 far back in antiquity as to be necessarily sometimes 
labulous—for such subjects they need expert instruction; whereas for 
‘ubjects of pulsing, throbbing, living interest, subiects which must 
uffuence their lives, and a right or wrong knowledge of which may make 
or mar them, it is considered safficient if they receive what haphazard, 
untutored, inexpert tutelage they may manage to stumble across. Take 
Jewish education, that is to say education that is specifically necessary 
for Jewish children. It is surely of infinitely greater consequence 
that young Jews should be properly informed of subjects bearing upon 
the present world-condition of Jews, that they.should know the happen- 
‘es immediately responsible for those conditions, should understand 
propérly the events which led, say, to the aggregation of our people in 
Poland, to there being a population of upwards of four millions of Jews in’ 
the United States of America, and why it is, and how it is that Jews are 
iow migrating to Palestine, than that they should know whether Noah sent 
out a raven or a dove first from the Ark, or the det

The Bodleian Library at Oxford. 


From the Archbishops of Canterbury and of York, tre 
Lord Chancellor, and others. 
To the Editor of Tur Jtwisit CHRONICLE. 

Sin, The Bodleian Library needs a fund by meaus of which its collec- 
tio. s may be enriched by the timely purchase of rare books, lustorical 
documents, illuminated manuscripts, and fine examples of binding. The 
income of the Library, though now increased by a share of the Government 
erant which has recently been given to the University, leaves httle margin 
for the acquisition of scarce and beautiful works. In the past. many chances 
have been missed through lack of afund out of wloch at the right moment 
such acquistitons could advantageously have beeu made, 

Under the Copyright Acts, the Library has the right to obtain a copy of 
every new work published in Great Britain ; but in spite of this privilege 
and of the contributions made by Colleges and from the Government grant. 


the resources of the Library are slender. Such funds as are fo far the 


purchase of books are required mainly for the acquisition of new fo books 
or periodicals, and for the filling of lacunae in those parts of the ary in 
which its collections are weak or defective. Sir Thomas Bodley, when he 
set himself in 1508 to the restoration of the Library, appealed to friends and 
well-wishers to help him by the gift of books ; and it is hoped jthat, by the 
co-operation of many friends who care for the Bodleian, his Library may 
now be given the help for which in his lifetime Bedleéy did not ask in vain. 

With the approval of the Curators and of Bodley’s Librarian, it has been 
decided to form an association, under the name of Friends of the Bodleian,” 
with the object of providing, -by means of annual ‘subscriptions, an income 
for the purchase of desirable books and manascripts. for the acquisition 
of which the ordinary funds of the Library are insufficient. To secure the 
wise application of the money thus provided, the selection of the books to 
be acquired in this way will rest with Bodley’s Librarian. : 

The names of the Friends of the Bodleian will be inscribed i a ‘special 
register which will be preserved in the Library. The members of the 
Society will be invited to meet annually in Oxford to receive a report of the 
years work, an account of which will also be given in the Bopiey 
QcAarrerLy Recorp. On the occasion of this meeting, the Friends of the 
Bodleian will have an opportunity of seeing parts of the Library not vsually 
shown to visiters, and of inspecting the purchases made from the funds te 
which they have subscribed. Each member will receive a copy of the 
rian QUARTERLY Recorp. 

We venture to ask those who, whether members of the University op 
net, feel an interest in the Bodleian Library, to join the new association. 
The annual subscription payable by each Friend of the Bodleian will be ten 
shillings, but it is hoped that many will see their way to give a larger sum.

Obituary. 


The Late S. H. Emanuel, K.C, 


MEMORIAL SERVICE AT SOUTHAMPTON, 


ADDRESS BY THE REY. A. A. GREEN. 


Testimony of the great love and esteem in which the late Mr. S. I. 
Emanuel, K.C., LL.D., was held in his native town, was manifested at the 
Memorial Service held in the Synagogue, Albion Place, on Sunday afternoon. 

The service was conducted by the Rev. M. L. Gordon (Minister), and 
the address was given by the Rev. A. A. Green, of the Hampstead Synagogue, 
{n addition to the large Jewish congregation, those present included Sir 
Richard Linthorne (Town Clerk of Southampton), Alderman E. R. Ensor, 
Mr. C. E. Martin, Mr. Tripp, Mr. C. Hayter (representing Mr. Charles 
manuel), and Mr. Bernard Mortimer. Mr. Leon Emanuel (cousin), was also 
in attendance,as wellas Mr. J. Hyams(President of the Southampton Hebrew 
Congregation), Mr. H. Rosenberg (Secretaty), Mr. M. Levine (Treasurer), 
Mr. J. Lewis (Financial Representative, Hampstead Synagogue), Mr. 


A. Sunshine (London), Mr. Max Turk, Mr. H. Filer (President of the 


Portsmouth Hebrew Congregation), and Mr. 8. Filer. 

Following Psalms 121, and 145, and the Amida, the Rey. A. A, 
Green delivered a memorial address. Just one month had passed, 
he said, since, in the Metropolis where he lived, and in the presence 
of the great community which he served, they laid to rest all that 
was mortal of Samuel Henry Emanuel. Since that time, all honour 
had been paid by those with whom he worked, to the memory of 4 
yreat servant of his people, a fine citizen of this country, and a great and 
pious man. It was only filting that they should pay tribute to him in the 
town of his birth, where his forebears had been so respected for the part 
they had taken in the welfare of the town—the place where he had been so 
appreciated, and where so much real regret had been evoked by his death. 
ispeaking of: the work done by Mr. Emanuel among the London Jewish 
community, Mr. Green referred to his association with the United Syna- 
gogue, of which he was one of the leading honorary officers. On the 
Visitation Committee, which saw to the spiritual comfort of the Jewish 
inmates of all asylums, hospitals, and public institutions, the deceased 
had always shown o real sympathy, a fine feeling, a sense of right anda 
courte:y which continually made for the uplifting and better working of 
the committee. Although i! was presided over in turn by some of the best 
men that he (Mr, Green) had known, it was never better served than by Mr 
imanuel, Afterwards he became Treasurer, a position in which his peculiar 
aifts were of the utmost value. He carried out the work with tact and 
goodwill, which made for the well-being of the financial side of the grea’ 
corporation, as well as with dignity and justice in every issue. 

‘The late Mr. Emanuel was Chairman of the Council of Jews’ Colleze, 
nnd in this office he was always gracious, fair, and never indulgent to any. 
ene, except his opponents. He was always ready to see that they had a fair 
hearing, and was greatly respected by the students and by all connected with 
that institution. The Jewish community had lost a good friend; one 
who, whenever they needed assistance or advice of any character, received 
them with open arms. Those who did not know him thought him some 
what reserved and even austere—this man who would light up with sheer 
yoy at being able to help anyone. He was a remarkably orthodox Je 
‘There were some men who, in the environment of the University and in the 
great world of politics and business life, sometimes lost their touch with the 
orthodox principles of Judaism. Mr. Emanuel never lost it. He was pious 
but not selfishly pious; nota man who cared not for the salvation of others. but 
rather one who showed his piety in his service. Personally, said Mr. Greet. 
he was not a great admirer of people who wrapped themselves up in their 


own piety ; he had not time for those who cared for their own souls, and’ 


let the rest of the world go to perdition. 

Seeing as he did, those of other faiths present, continued Mr. Green. he 
would touch upon another phase of Mr. Emanuel’s character, and in so 
doing say that the better the Jew, the better the Englishman. Loyalty had 
onlyone standard —if a man was disloyal in one thing, he was disloyal in 
alf things. If he was loyal to his faith he could not be other than loyal te, 
his country. Mr. Emanuel was a great Jew and also a great Englishmax 
He wag proud of his native town and of the traditions of this glorious 
country. Never was he so happy as when breaking down the prejudices and 
misunderstandings as to what the Jew was and what the Jew stood for. 
People used to say to him that he was not the kind of Jew that they thought 
of. Why did they think of the wrong kind of Jew ? They never thought 
of the wrong kind of Christian, of which there was a superfluity. “ Christians 
ef Southampton,” concluded Mr. Green, “if ever the picture of a Jew 
arises in your minds, think of a man like Samuel Henry Emanuel, which 1 
the type of Jew that we stand for." Their gratitude for his life was ¢:¢2 
greater thac their mourning for his death.

UNVEILING OF ROLL OF HONOUR. 

Last Sunday a special service was held in the West End Talmud Torah 
snd Bikkur Cholim Synagogue, 14, Manette Street, Charing Cross Road, where, 
» roll of honour in memory of those who died in the war was unveiled by the 
Mayor of Richmond (who was accompanied by the Mayoress). The service, 
which was conducted by the Rev. A. Amias, began with the reading of 
Minecha and Psalms 121 and 23. 

The Mayon ov RicuMonp, in unveiling the tablet, said that to the 
glory of God and to the memory of the sacrifice made by those men to save 
the world for freedom they dedicated that memorial. Although the dead 
were silent, they who lived could look on that memorial and for their sakes 
could devote their work in the future to the promotion of peace, so that 
their sacrifice should not have been in vain. That roll of honour was to be 
a living memorial not to war but topeace. 

Rabbi H. Frreer delivered an address. Taking as his text, “ For the 
stone shall ery out of the wall,” PYIN VP JAN %3. he referred to the 
great sacrifice made by their heroic young meu, who thereby had 
brought peace to the whole world. ‘Their valour overcame the wild desires 
of the enemy, whose sole ambition was to rule the world by the sword. 
Their names would always be remembered with pride. Their self-sacrifice 
had brought nearer the day of the recognition of God by all mankind and 
everlasting peace among the nations MN PONT 

The Rev. Micuart Apier, D.S.O., said that that afternoon would. 
ilways be remembered by the members of the synagogue who were 
wsembled to pay honour to the memory of the young men of the congre- 
mtion who went out cheerfully and bravely to do their duty in the war, 
but whose lot it was not to come home again. He esteemed it a 
great compliment and honour to have been asked to say a few 
vords at that important ccremony, because in his mind the memory 
of those boys could never be blotted out. Never had such an. 
portunity been given to the Jewish men of England to uphold 
the good name of their faith in the sight of all men. No less than 
.000 men of their race and blood wore His Majesty’s uniform, and they. 
mourned for 300 officers and nearly 2,100 men who gave their lives in that 
dreadful war which they could never forget. Their death taught two 
kssons. "Che first was that they should bring up their boys and girls, still 
young, to learn that there was nothing more dreadful or horrible in this 
vorld than war. There was another lesson. They had in these days of 
peace to bring a Kiddush Hashem upon the name of God. This could be 
done by the way in which they lived in this country, by the honour they 
brought upon the Jewish name, and by the care they took that nothing 
thould be done which would bring dishonour upon if.

“Religion and Social Service.” 


CONFERENCE AT TOYNBEE HALL. 


A conference convened by the Stepney Council of Social Service on 
Religion and Social Service” was held at Toynbee Hall on Thursday in 
last week. The Rey. J. C. Pringle. Chairman of the Council, presided. The 
first speaker was the Chief Rabbiof the British Empire. who was followed 
by the Bishop of Stepney. Miss Ward (for the Catholic ¢ ‘hurch), the Rev. 
J. A. Little (for the Free Churches), and Mr. Dagger. Headmaster of Raines 
School (for the Lay Workers.) 


The or Tue Britien Empire, in the course of his address, 


said: “ It is a great honour to open such a discussion. This honour is paid © 


not to the individual, but to the representative of the Mother of Religions, 
of the community which first conceived of religion in terms of social service. 
Twenty-seven ceuturies ago the prophet Micah declared social service to be 
two-thirds of religion: ‘What doth the Lord require of thee, but to do 
justly, and to love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God.’ In the 
Hebrew scriptures, the cardinal sin is held to be man’s inhumanity to man; 
and the cardinal duty, justice with chivalry to the poor, widow, orphan, 
stranger, slave. If T:zedaka, justice, is the master-word of Bible religion, 
l'zedaka in the sense of charity remains the master-word in post-Biblical 
Judaism. _In Hebrew, thus, there is only one word for justice and charity, 
Charity to the poor is but justice to the poor. The Rabbis gave charity a 
very wide connotation, viz., hospitality to strangers, visiting the sick, 
dowering the bride, attending the dead to the grave, care of orphan. free 
loans to the poor, ‘ making peace between man and his fellow,’ as well as all 
manner of educational activity. The Rabbis were not satisfied with merely 
feeding the poor. Their ideal was not to allow a man to sink into the alywey 
of poverty. So much for 
JEWISH SOCTAL SERVICE 


in the past. . What is its message in the present and future? Judaism 
preaches the vital need of a social conscience, i.e., the recognition that 
every one of us 1s responsible for all the preventible crime, vice. suffering, 
and unhappiness to-day. Social service must be intelligent. Blind, pe: 
functory attempts at help are worse than useless. 
you love. A stranger cannot bless. Especially is self-righteousness ont of 
place in a social worker. Those who would do justly and love merey must learn 
to walk humbly with God and man. And Social Service must be couscious of 
the duty of respecting the dignity of the poor, while ministering intelli- 
gently and sympathetically to their needs. The recipients of charity 
can be saved from pauperisation. The Jewish poor keep their 
self-respect (hear, hear), and are in no way abashed in the presence 
of their benefactors. (laughter). They seize the first opportunity 
of -emancipating themselves from the tutelage of philanthropists. 
And, lastly, social work must be firmly and fearlessly religious. It can he 
built only on spiritual foundations. It has been well said that if we could 
banish all disease and madness from human society, with men and women 
remaining as they are now, it would soon revert to its former state. What 
is wanted is a change in the thoughts aud dispositions of men—new 
ambitions, new motives, new ideals. Only when the social worker himself 
has faith in the Unseen, faith in the Eternal, faith in the Divine, can be 
effect such a change in the thoughts and dispositions of men and women, 
leading them to higher ambititions, mebler motives, and holier ideals.” 


Mr. Israel Zangwill on “Jewish Influence.” 
REPLY TO ALLEGATION IN “CHURCH TIMES.” 


In the course of a letter to the Cutrcen Times published on Friday 
last, Mr. Israel Zangwill states : 


I am astonished to read in your esteemed organ thai “ the power of 
the Jew has never been more effectively illustrated than in the fact that 
Jewish influence has compelled Dean Inge to apologise for more or less 
humorous remarks about the Jews that he made in New York.” This 
is the sort of thing 1 read in the French Catholic papers. The only 
influence brought to bear upon the Dean was my own moral influence at 
a casual encounter. I urged that his indictment of my race, however 
facetious, was peculiarly dangerous at a moment when, im the words of 
Dr. Weizmann, the pogrom area is extending from the Vistula to the 
Rhine. Dean Inge, not being devoid of a conseience, finally empowered 
me to express his regret for his frivolous remark. 1 am now waiting to 
see whether Mr. G: K. Chesterton, who had. been pointing out how the 
Jews had allowed a Protestant to insult them, whereas they had raged 
against Mr.’ Belloc and his book——‘a Protestant may steal a horse, 
whereas a Catholic may not even look over the hedge "will meet the 
situation with candour, with verbal contortions, or with silence. 

Your suggestion that Dr. Weizmann has ties with the land of Luther 
is unfounded ; he comes froma still more sinister bogey-land- from 
Russia. The policy of the British Mandate over Palestine may be as 
“ fantastic” as yousay, but how it can be “ fatal "—except to the British 
reputation for honourable dealing—I fail to see. With the withdrawal 
of the last Jewish high officials—Sir Herbert Samuel and Mr. Norma: 
Bentwich—the role of the Jews has been cut down to supplying the 
capital and the labour to develop a strategically valuable British asset. 
“he power of the Jew” may be gathered from his abject impotence to 
do anything but salute Lord Plumer. Like Dean Inge, Mr. Lloyd 
George, in saying at the gathering over which I presided, that acetone had 
converted him to Zionism, did himself an impromptu injustice. Even 
before the war, he had expressed to me, at one of his notorious breakfasts, 
his sympathy with any territorial solution of the Jewish problem.

Sir Moses Montefiore.’ 

The life of Sir Moses Montefiore, by Paul Goodman, makes a real 
addition to the public knowledge of this fine old patriarch At least threo 
biographies appeared of Sir Moses about the time of his celebrattt ¢ Ins 
hundredth vear (1883-1584), buat since that time an important series of 
authentic memoranda have been published in the “Diaries of Sut Moses ane 
Lady Montefiore,” edited by Dr. L. Loewe (18%). Tn themselves they were rot

very readable, but they contained invaluable material for the biographer. 
Mr. Paul Goodman has also had access to Montefioriana in the possession of 
the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue in London and at Jew s' College anc 
at Ramsgate, and has been able to compile a documented history of the 
philanthropist which is both authentic and informing. The bibliography 
which forms an appendix to his book shows how much there was to read and 
digest, and we may meution that the hterature was eren more extensive 
than he shows. He has by some misfortune omitted a biographical sketch 
in two editions which was published at Tur office tn 
1883 and 1884. It was a reprint with additions of Mr. Israel Davis's 
biography in the Times. 

Mr. Lucien Wolf's biography (which made graceful reference to the 
preceding work just mentioned) is fully referred to, but the interesting 
additions which were made from time to time by this writer In successive 
issues of Tur Jewisit Worwp, are not so freely drawn upon as they might 
have been.

From Mr. Jacob Sarna. 
To the Editor of Tur CHRONICLE. 

Sin,—In his article in your issue of 22nd May last, * Benammi”™ has 
given us a vivid picture of the persecution which we Jews have suffered at 
the hands of the Jesuits. May I, then, be permitted to supplement that 
picture by showing how Jesuits were treated b y Jews when the opportunity 
arose 7 

In the year 1620, all Jesuits fled from Bohemia in consequence of cruel 
persecution. There werea few priests among them who were unable to leave 
the country and secretly remained in Prague. They eseaped certain death 
only throngh the help extended to them by a Jew named Lazarus Aron, of 
Liechtenstein. This Jew saved these unhappy Jesuits from danger, provided 
them with lay clothing, gave them horses and, endangering his own hfe 
accompanied and brought them safely to Bamberg. On the way the only 
sympathy these fugitives were accorded was at the hands of Jews. 

This fact is testified in two remarkable documents of the years 16342 
signed by J. Gregorius Landtherr, and Georgy Adalberty € bris stophori, two 
digmitaries of the Church, and published by the historian G. Wolf, in 
WeRTHEIMER 8 JAnREUCH, 1860, p.121. They frankly admit that treatment 
of this nature was not accorded to them even by their Catholic 
co-religionists.

“ For over sixty years,” pursued Mr. Shillman, “ from 1339, the members 
of the Dublin Hebrew Congregation (regularly coustituted in 183%)

Adelaide Road Synagogue. 

the first modern capacious synagogue to be erected on Trish territory. It is 
impossible to refer to the erection of that palatial Synagogue, standing in 
its own grounds, without naming some of the members and workers on the 
original Building Committee, to whom posterity will be indebted for 
having founded it for us. One recalls the late Marinus De Groot, the 
late John WD. Rosenthal, and the late Alderman Alfred Wormser 
Harris. But greatest of them all ewas that ‘Grand Old Man’ of the 
Cougregation, the late Maurice Elias Solomons (atv: 1332, obit 1922) 
But for him, we of to-day would never have had a synagogue at Adelaide 
Road to extend. His talented and venerated widow, Rosa J. Solomons 
{daughter of the late Bethel Jacobs, of Hull, who built the old Robinson 
Row Synagogue of that city), was the Assistant Honorary Secretary of that 
Building Committee. She is still within our midst, the author of several 
beautiful poems on Biblical themes; while her elder son, Edwin Maurice 
Solomous, is the present President of the Congregation, and will direct 
affairs at the Reconsecration Service on Sunday next, Another member of 
the original Building Committee, who will occupy the Wardens’ Box at 
next Sunday's service, is Ernest Wormser Harris (an Hon. Life Councillor 
and the Hon. Solicitor to the Dublin Hebrew Congregation). And, lest I 
forget it, let me add that the Dublin Hebrew Congregation have always had 
the good fortune to be served by faithful ministers. Dayan L. Mendelsohu 
was with us for some years, uatil Londou offered a wider field for his abilities; 
the late Israel Leventon served us for nineteen years, until his death in 
1894: and our present minister, Abraham Gudansky, a leading provincial 


- pulpiteer, is in his twenty-fourth year of service. 


“ A word about the present extended Srnagogue at Adelaide Road. When 
the history of that extension movement comes to be written, the central 
figure of that narrative will be Mr. Arthur Newman, P.C. (Vice-President 
in 1918 and 1919; President in 1920, 1921, and 1922). Arthur Newman was 
more than the Chairman of the Synagogue Extension Committee. 

“I propose to touch on the weakest spot in our communal affairs,” said 
Mr. Shillman, in conclusion. We are still —though we settled here in the 
year 1660!-—without a proper school building for our Talmud Torah Classes, 
thé present finances of which are almost chaotic. Ia order to put its 
finances on a proper footing and to raise money to erect a school, Rabbi Dr, 
Isaac Herzog, evolved a scheme for a capitation levy on all synagogal scat- 
holders.

ANCIENT WALL DISCOVERED. 

An important discovery of an ancient wall, the gigantic stones of which 
are similar to those of the Wailing Wall, has been made nearthe Musrar. 
Quarter.of Jerusalem by the Jewish Archwologieal Society, under the 
direction of Professor Nahum Slousch. It is believed’ to be part of the 
wall mentioned by Josephus, which was built by Agrippa I, King of Judea 
(36 to 44 c.n.). Tt started at Hippiens, passed by the Tomb of the 
Kings, and joined the old wall in the Kidron Valley. 

S¥STEMATIC EXCAVATIONS PLANNED. 

Dr. Clarence S. Fisher is the originator of a project to unite colleges ad 
universities throughout the United States in archwological work in Palestine.

The manifesto of the United Zionist Opposition groups, which was 
drawn up at their Conference held in Berlin recently, has just been issued to 
the public.

WEST LONDON PALESTINE BAZAAR. 

The West London Palestine Bazaar, in aid of the Jewish National 
Fund, was held on Sunday and Monday at the Portman Rooms, Baker 
Street. About twenty stalis, tended by a large army of helpers (many 
of whom were in oriental costume), were arranged round the main hall, the 
centre of which was occupied by a group of four stalls in a kind of large 
kiosk. The stalls were decorated ina colour scheme designed by Mme. Lena 
Pillwo. A band of blind ex-soldiers from St. Dunstan's played. Annexes 
were occupied by side-shows and a busy refreshment department. 

Mrs. H. L. Narnan, Chairman of the Committee, presided at Sunday's 
opening. In a brief address she described the objects of the Jewish 
National Fund, and said that it was not 2 charity but was one of the creat 
instruments for the economic reconstruction of the ancient homeland. By 
making it possible for Jews to leave the terrible conditions in Eastern Europe 
to settle in one of the few places of refuge still open to them, the Fund should 
command the support of non-Zionists as well as Zionists. As subjects of 
the Mandatory Power they had special obligations. The Fand had acquired 
175,000 duname of land worth one and a quarter million pounds, and the 
whole of the land was now in productive oceupation. More land was urgently 
required. She hoped that the Bazaar would result in a substantial accretion 
to the resources available for land purchase. 

Mrs. Bria Pevsner conveyed a message of good wishes from the 
Head Office of the Fund, and Mr. Mareus Lipton read messages from the 
Karl of Balfour, Viscount Cecil, Sir Wyndham Deedes, and others, convey- 
ing their good wishes for the suecess of the Bazaar with the objects of 
which they expressed their complete sympathy. 

Lady Tuck said that, unlike many of those present, she had not been to 
Palestine, but many of them had seen for themselves the commercial 
progress of the country and the great advance made in agriculture. She 
noticed that even in that hall Palestine honey was flowing, and she hoped 
their money would also flow and make the Bazaar a great success. In 
declaring the Bazaar open, she hoped that it would help to make the home 
of our people a pride to the world and an everlasting glory to the Jewish 
people. (Cheers.)

ground for opposing the creation not only of a Legislative Council » ith ten 
Arabs and two Jews, but even of a regular Arab Parliament. . 

And this is exactly the direction in which, under the influence of diluted 
interpretations of the aims of Zionism, the British policy in Palestine 1s 
drifting. 

“Yes. but how can we force the Government to change its attitude : 
% the usval answer. lama foreigner to England; certainly no enemy, but 
neither an unreserved admirer of British ways. But even I resent the 
implication that, in order to get justice at the hands of a civilised 
Government, you have to “foree” it. I believe that you have, first 
ef all. to try and persuade it. If you fail in this, you will reconsider 
the situation, and, perhaps, revise with a critical eye that pusillanimous 
eiperstition popular among som? Jews (no Gentile shares it) which 
eays that we are, oh, such a weak people. utterly defeuseless, condemned, 
poor wretches. to bear any blow, and deprived of all means of effective 
resistance. But I emphatically refuse to discuss the question of our poor 
«retchedness or otherwise when it is a question, first of all, of appealing to 
reason and to sense. And the first step in this direction is a frank state- 
ment of our real objects, and of the way in which we interpret the 
Mandate’s obligations. Before you protest against a Government for 
refusing to carry out your demands, satisfy yourself first as to whether 
your demands have ever been authoritatively presented. They never 
have. On the contrary, it is a general and genuine allusion spread 
to-day in official circles, British and foreign, that the Zionists are 
perfectly contented, that they have themselves renounced the Heralian 
dream. and that complete harmony of views reigns between the Zionist 
Organisation. and the Mandatory Goverument. I understand that Mr. 
Amery. in delivering his Jerusalem address, which was a second and worse 
edition of the 1922 White Paper. had no idea that it contained anything 
likely to disappoint Zionists; and Mr. Amery is an old sympathiser with 
the Movement, who for years has been in touch with its present leaders. 
This is, perhaps, the worst feature of the situation : certainly the most 
characteristic. 

This is why a perfecily candid statement of the final objects of the 
Zionist Movement has become a necessity. The indignation at our polt tical 
anwmia, the outery for a renewed “ political offensive,’ is rapidly spreading 
among all sections of Zionist thought. The first manifestation of that 
effénsive must be the unveiling of the truth about the aims of Zionism, 
aims not invented by ereed or fancy, but shaped by the tron needs of our 
existence. | 

After the aim, the method. There is a fashionable tendency now to 
at Herzl s conception ef Zionism as a political movement. We 
are being fed instead on such phrases as: “ Let us ferget politics for vears 
to come! ; “The best poley is economic reconstruction, ete. In 
accordance with this theory, its adepts stop their ears when a Mandates 
Commision of the League, or a Colonial Secretary of the Mandatory 
Power, utters something unpleasant and ominous, and pretend that it does 
uot matter. Unfortunately, it does mattcr. Economics cannot be severed 
from politic Economic constrnetion cannot Hourish under ourable 
pohtical conditions. It i enough to remember T irkey. to look at Russia ; 
to consider the ruin of Jewish “constructive work” in Lodz or Salonika, 
er the fate of all German enterprise and ancient cultural leadership in 
Latvia and Esthonia, from the moment the political power has passed into 
the hands of those who do not want the Jews or the Germans to hold 
strong positions. The Marxian doctrine, “economics determine politics,” 
is not always applicable. In actual life we are more often confronted with 
situations where it is the. political factor that dominates the economic 
prospect. 

But where the political factor is especially and auweratically decisive is 
ii modern colonisation. A simple refusal of cisas makes it impossible ; a 
turn of the screw in any matter of economic legislation—taxes, custom- 
duties, laud policy—can make it hopeless ; even mere indifference, absence 
of active support on the part of the State, is sufficient to reduce the most 
enthusiastic colonising effort, after the bloom and boom of a moment, to 
sad stagnation. Modern colonisation is a State venture. and can be nothing 
else. It cannot be carried out merely by means of private enterprise. It 
weeds the constant and watehful assistance of the State in adapting the 
fegisiative and administrative atmosphere of the country to the needs of the 
newcomer who has already landed, of the newcomer expected to land 
to-morrow, of the neweomer expected to start on his journey next year 
All these are truisms; but somehow many among us prefer to think that 
they do not apply to the chosen people and to the Holy Land. They do: 
very much so; considerably more than in other colonising adventures of 
modern times.

We may challenge all history to show us if, when and where, ar. - 
thing approaching large-scale colonisation has proved possible under a. - 
thing approaching such conditions. Prices are, of course, oscillating: Foun 
glad to learn that recently some tracts have been bought cheaper; but it :s 
evident that with the increase of our demand the prices, on the whole 
must inevitably and constantly mse. Especially so in Palestine, where 
“land-prices rise in a jump at the mere sight of a newsteamer, before the 
passengers have landed ” (Mr. M. Grossman at the Paris Conference of ‘ho 
Zionist- Revisionists). 

It is, however, not my purpose in the present letter to enter into detii!s 
of the urgent need for Land Reform in Palestine; that may be done at somo 
other time. Everybody recognises that farming should be the main feature 
of our reconstruction work; friends urge us to do so, foes reproach us 
for not doing so; both forget the obvious truth that land settlement in our 
days is essentially a State-assisted enterprise —or a joke. Tho worst is that 
Zionists forget it too. It ts high time to remind them, at least, that agricu!- 
tural colonisation, the basis of all colonisation, is not a mere matter of 
private goodwill and Jewish National Fund “drives,” bat above all a 
political problem. 

So is, for that matter, urban colonisation too. It is evident that tho 
growth of Tel-Aviv—and it is only a small beginning if immigration is to go 
on as it should— must find its justification ina greatly accelerated develop- 
ment of industrial production. It is equally evident that this production, 
growing at such a pace in asmall country under a perfect storm of foreign 
competition, can only find a local market if supported by a most energetic 
custom-house policy and foreign markets only if assisted by special export 
facilities. And, as no such policy is being pursued by the Palestine 


an 
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' Government, it is my bitter duty to warn some optimist that they nec! not 


be surprised if even the 1924-25 crop of immigrants will, one day, résult in 
crisis and—-emigration. With the sole exception of England (for England 
was the first on the market), everywhere else the development of industry 
has proved to be an emimently political problem ; in Palestine it is bound to 
be even more so than auywhere else. 

The same applies to the great financial problem of Zionism. The 
Keren Hayesod and the Jewish National Fund have achieved most com- 
mendable results; they will certainly grow ; but we already know their 
limitations. They are destined, or condemned, to play the réle of irrigatiou- 
pipes, pouring out all the water they get; they cannot become a reservoir 
for the permanent storage of large quantities of the precious liquid. They 
are “ budget-fands,” not “foundation-fands.” A foundation fund, some- 
thing hinted at by the “25,000,000 pounds” idea of 1920, the fund for 
redeeming at once large tracts of land, for drainage, afforestation, roads, 
town-planning, can only be raised. through a real loan, based on some real 
security, and backed by some measure of official guarantee: Finance : @ 
political problem. 

All this may frighten some people who. detest looking into the harsh 
face of cruel truth ; some others will say thatsuch “ revelatidns” are likely 
to harm the next Keren Hayesod drive in a city caHed Sheboyga, 
Wisconsin, U.S-A. ; others, again, will claim that all this is impossible, for 
“how ean we force,” ete. I refuse to place any Sheboygan consideration 
above the paramount need of the momeat—the-. reahsation of the fact that 
the Movement is being led into a tragic impasse, And, as to ways and 
nicaus of effective political influence, I am prepared to-discuss it afier we 
have settled the main pomt: what is our object, and what is needed for its 
fulfilment ? When the. object. is .what practically amounts to mass- 
colonisation, what is needed is a system of government frankly and 
actively bent on promoting immigration by every means at its disposal—« 
system diametrically opposed to the present ene. Zionism can achieve its 
aim in this one way and in no other ; here, again, we must take it or leave it |

ANNUAL MEETING. 


More Financial Help Needed. 

Colonel Sir Frederic L. Nathan, the Commandant. presided last Sunday 
at the annual meeting of ‘subscribers to the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. held at 
28, Kensington Court (the residence of Lord and Lady Swaythling). 

in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, the CHAiRMAN 
said that the Brigade had recently celebrated its thirtieth anniversary, and 
it was a great pleasure to him, who had been connected with the Brigade 
for about twenty years, to see that it continued to enlist the support of the 
community, and that, in the words of its motto, it had “gone from strength 
to strength.” A successful feature of the Brigade's activities was the 
lriday evenmg services held at Camperdown House. Those services had 
Lecn very satisfactory. Every opportunity was afforded the lads of indulging 
in cricket, football, ete. Over five hundred boys played regularly at those 
games, and at the annual athletic meeting there were over four-hundred 
competitors. Inswiamming and diving the Brigade team won the trophy of 
the Jewish Athiotic Association for the third vear in succession. A great 
deal of tame was devoted to athletic training, and particularly to boxing, 
which was essentaally a Jewish sport. For the third time in four years, the 
isrigade team secured the Prince of Wales’ Cadet boxing shield in competition 
with cadet units all over the country. In the Lucas-Tooth Com- 
petition for all-round efficiency, the Brigade achieved further successes, the 
Southwark Company and the Manchester and Birmingham Companies winning 
the shields and medals in their respective competitions. Thus the Brigade 

could congratulate itself on the excellent results of its training. The summer 
camps at Birchington and St. Anne’s-on-Sea were, as usual, very popular 
and greatly appreciated, about 744 attending the former and 459 the latter. 
Mvery year the camps attracted an increasing number of boys, and they , or 
their parents, were cager to subscribe towards the costs. The expenses of camp 
had been greatly reduced through the efforts of Mr. Ernest M. Joseph. The 
death of Mr. Ellis K. Yates, who formed the Liverpool Company in 1898, 
was deeply regretted in Brigade circles. He had devoted many years of 
valuable work te the Brigade. Referring to the financial position, the 
Chairman said that there had been a slight increase in the annual subscrip- 
tions. The income totalled £3,619, and the cxpenditure was £3,544 (an 
increase of £%) from that of the previous vear). There was a deficit of £900 
at the end of the year. He appealed for further financial support from the 
community in order te provide for the training of an increased number of 
boys. 

Mr. Caanies Apr seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

Mr. Guseraye Teck moved the re-election of Col. Sir Frederic Nathan 
as Commandant. He alluded in appreciative terms to the valuable work 
Sir Frederic was doing for the Brirade, work, he felt, that was not suffi- 
ciently recogmsed by the community. He expressed thanks for their 
services to Lady Swaythling and Lady Nathan. 

Lady Swavrnnic said that the success achieved by the Brigade since 
it was founced by her late father had been amazing. A movement that had 
for its object the training of the rising generation in their duty to their 
religion and their country should receive every encouragement, Much of the 
credit was due to the workof the Commandant and his enthusiastic officers. 
She seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

Sir Freperw, m retarning thanks for his re-election, said that although 
he had desired that his position as Commandant should be occupied by a 
younger man, he had been persuaded by the Headquarters’ Council to remain 
in office, and he had consented. He thanked the Council for the mark of 
confidence they had placed in him, and would continue to further the 
interests of the Brigade. 

On the motion of Mr. G. L. Scuitesincur, seconded by Mr. H. J rrroip 
Annenuera, the Rev. M. Adler, D.8.0., was re-elected Brigade Staff Chaplain. 

Mr. Ap.er said that the thousands of lads who had passed through the 
Brigade during the past thirty years, and had received its excellent training, 
were proving a credit to the community and to the country. , 

Thanks were accerded to Lady Swaythling, on the motion of the 
CHAIRMAN. 

Mr. H. Je eKxot.p ANNENGERG Suggested that much support for the Brigade 
might be gained by means of propaganda work. Members of boards of 
management of synagogues interested in the movement might be given 
honorary commissions, with the view of acting as local agents of the 
Brigade. He had, by calls on members of the Hammersmith Synagogue, 
been able to obtain a large number of annual subscribers to the Brigade. 

The Lady Swayrsuine and Mr. Gustave Trex supported 
the suggestion. 

On the motion of the Hon. Srvuarr Montace, seconded by Mr. Hanoip 
M. Lion, thanks were accorded to the Chairman. 

The following is an abstract of the report: 


There are now twenty-aeven companies in London, six in Manchester, and one 
each in Liverpool, Birmingham, s, and Glasgow. This record is in itself 
sufficient to show that the enthusiasm with which the late Col, Goldsmid and his 
small band of hielpers sét out to create this movement was not misplaced. The 
Council has had many anxious moments in the past. During the war the work 
suffered severely, but it was never suspended, and since the re-establishment of 
peace the Brigade has increased steadily in numbers and efficiency. The Council 
Ia-somewhat ‘Niscontented in consequence of the fact that there are still thousands 
of Jewish boys in London and the provincés who are untouched by the influence 
of the Brigade or of any of the boys’ clubs, which, on slightly different lines, are 
making so fine an effort to grapple with the problem that the Brigade is seeking 
toselve. The necessity for character training and for the provision of healthy 
activities is more urgent than ever. In addition to its ordinary training, the 
Brigade now offers to a large proportion of its members the full advantage ofa 
club, and to all of them opportunities for outdoor sports. The Council is deeply 
grateful tothe community; which in the past has never failed to respond to its 
appeal for help in the form of workers and money. Both are still needed, 

pecially are more officers required ‘to fill existing vacancies, and to enable the 
Brigade to “ rope in” many of the untouched thousands already referred to. A 
considerable number of beys have been satisfactorily placed in situstions through 
the agency of the Brigade's Employment Bureau. The Council .will be grateful 
to subscribers and friends of the movement if they will notify the Brigade 
Secretary at Camperdown House of any openings that they may have. In this 
way employers can be assured of obtaining lads of good character, trained in 
babites of smartness, obedience, and henour.

Veal.—Put half a pound of veal through a fine mincer. Addg@ 


teaspoonful of made mustard, a teaspoonful of grated onion, and a table- 
spoonful of chopped chutney. Mix together ; add an ounce of margarine, 
and season highly with with salt and pepper. 


Salmon.——-Pound together six ounces of salmon, two gherkins, ana 
two tablespoonfuls of mayonnaise sauce. Season with salt and pepper.

1 teaspoonful ; butter, 2 ozs.; lemon juice, § teaspoonful ; salt, pepper, aad 
cayenne.

Savoury Biscuits. 
Braz up some cream cheese with some salt and pepper, adding a little 
finely chopped walnut.

Fruit Patties. 


Rott out some good short crust thinly, and cut it into squares. Oa 
each square put a few slices of banana and apple, a squeeze of lemon juice, 
a little sugar, and a few drops of water. Fold over, and pinch the edges 
well together. Brush over with milk, and bake in a quick oven. Whea 
cooked, dust with castor sugar, 


(cr a piece off the tops of some small rolls, and- remove some of 
the crumb. Take a tin of sardines, pound the fish with some salt and 
pepper, a little vinegar, and two chopped tomatoes. Crumble in some of 
the soft part removed from the rolls, and mix thoroughly. Fill np the 
cavities in the rolls with this mixture, and put on the “lids.” To pack 
wrap in grease-proof paper.

—May I crave the hospitality of your columns in order to -tiras 
attention to certain important facts which have been demonstrated bs 
means of the Essay Competitions instituted by the Union of Jewish Literary 
Socteties. 

Last year prizes were offered for essays on subjects of Jewish in @rest 
which were to be written by children under fourteen and a half years of age, 
who attended the classes of the Jewish Religions Education Board or the 
Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. There were over fifty female 
competitors, and the examiners reported that their. v ork reached a high 
standard: there were only about a dozen. male competitors 

In the next competition, which was thrown open to lads and girls under 
the age of sixteen, who were attending the clubs affiliated tothe Union, there 
were only about a dozen entries, and, although the standard was pronounced 
to be comparatively high, the best work was that sent in by members of the 
Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum Club, ¥ ho had not nearly reached the 
age-limit, but who were still receiving tuition. ; a 

In the senior competition, which included members of lads’ and girl» 
clubs who were between sixteen and nineteen years of age, there were less 
than a dozen entries, and the work did not on the whole show that advance 
which might have been expected in view of the higher age-limit. 

This year the proportion of competitors has been similar ita the thre. 
groups, and similar tendencies have been not iced in the work, although there 
were other examiners. We have, therefore, to ask oursel es, In the firs’, 
place, why our boys are less anxious than our girls to write on subjects of 
Jewish interest ? How can this disparity be corrected ? How next can we 
conserve and develop the interest which is clearly present in children who 
are still receiving tuition ? 

These points will be discussed at the anoual conference of Bie Union of 
Jewish Literary Societies, which will be held at Jews c ollege on Sunday, 
the Vist inst. Interested visitors will be wu elcome. The discussion will 
start at noon.

Law Cases. 


Rothschild £18,000,000 Lawsuit.—A lawsuit involving 2 toa! sum 
ef £180.00, brought by Messrs. N. M. Rothschild and Sons agamst the 
Egyytian Government, has been de ided at Cairo by the Mixed Court in 
favour of the bankers, who represent the bondholders. It concerned the 
Ottoman Loan Bonds secured on the Egyptian Tribute, of which payment 
was <iispended last July. Messrs. Rothschild maintained that Egypt had 
made an absolutely unconditional undertaking to pay the sums necessary 
for interest and amortisation until the extinction of the loan. The writs 
asked the Mixed Court to order the Government to carry out its obligations 
fo pay Messrs. Rothschild £280,622 annually on the 181 loan until its mee 
fication, with 5 per cent. interest on the suspended payments, and £320,249 
en the 184 loan, plus 5 per cent. interest on susper ded payments. 


The Alleged Bogus Robbery: Verdict for Plaintiff£.—} hie hearing 
was concluded on Thursday in last week of this action, in which Mrs. Zella 
Pine os. trading as 8. Pincus, wholesale jeweller. of High Holborn, sought to 
vecover from Mr. George Simmons, a Lloyd's underwriter, £350 11s. 7d. as 
part of a sum of £44,642 103., the value of jewelry which the plainnft 
said was stolen from her hasband, Mr. Stephen Pincus, at the Prospect 
Hote!. Harrogate. on Sepiember Ist, 1925. The jewelry was insured 
ayaiist loss by theft under two policies for £47,200, and if was agreed 
that the liability of other underwriters should depend .wpon the verdict 
mm this. ease, The defendant denied that there hal been any loss 
ef ‘eweclre. for the alleged theft of which a man named Natensohn, 
ali: Maxwell, was tried and acquitted at the Leeds Assizes. Mr. 
fevan, K.C.. and Mr. Tristram: Beresford appeared for the plainuff; 

K.C., Mr. Cassels, K.C., Mr. Croom-Johnuson, and Mr, J, ©. 
Lockwood for the defendant. Mr. B.A. Leverson held a wat hing brief for 
an interested party. Messre. S. H. Davids and Co, were assessors for the 
plaintiff, and Messrs. J. W. Bell and Co. acted in a similar capacity 
fer the defendant. In the course of his summing up, is Lordship, 
referring to the evidence of Slackman and Grant, who had been 
called to say that they had seen Natensolin and Mr, Pincus together, 
said that the jury had seen and heard those witnesses, It was said that 
they came from the underworld, and without any destre to be tromieal, 
all he wished to say was, that if that were se, they had better wo back to 
wt.

— Described by the police as a “Jewish 
Pest,’ Lovis Lewis Menpoza, of 129, Belgrave Road, Birmingham, was 
at Leamington fined £19 for using a car in respect of which a licence under 
the Roads Act was not in force on 17th April. For the Excise Authority, 
My. H. Hawes said a great deal of difficulty had been experienced in tracing 
the defendant, who had been all over the Midlands. The Birmingham police: 
went to his house, but he was not there. He was wanted in several places. 


Accused of Injaring Cuaikiy, aged twenty- 
eight, atailor, a native of Russia, who was alleged to have barricaded 
himself in a room at the Conservative Association offices, Old Kent Road, 
and to have thrown furniture at the, police, was remanded at Lambeth 
Police Court last week.

Assaulting the Police.— Awong the four men who appeared at Marl- 
boroegh Street Police Court on Monday in connection with a fight between 
Communists and Fascists in Hyde Park on Saturday evening, was Solomon 
David Davidovitch, alias Davis, 19, who was charged with using insulting 
beha, iour and assaulting the police. He was remanded in custody. 


Bogus Draw Toscn. of Lastbury Road, Kingston, 
was charged at the South-Western Police Court with trying to defraud 
Louis Lazarovitch, a costumier, ef High Street, Tooting. It was stated that 
Tosch sold tickets for a bogus draw. of a marble clock, in aid of the funds 
of “the Jewish Aid Society.” It was only when he attempted to obtain a 
contribution from Lazarevitch that his operations were detected. When 
charged, he said: “I myy as welt tell the truth. It's-all bogey. I wrote 
the cards myself to get a few shillings as I'm down and out.” He was 
rentenced to a month's imprisonment.

THE WEEK IN THE THEATRES. 

Tt is always an intellectual treat to see the work of Eugene O'Neill. and 
his two short plays, “ Diff'rent” and “The Long Voyage Home.” at the 
Everyman, even if they are not up to the standard of “ Anna Christie’ are 
both, in their way, remarkable pieces of work. ° Diff'rent.” although in 
parts a beautiful play, and although its dramatic technique is so excellent as to 
be imperceptible, depends for its final catast rophe on the vagariesof two foolish 
lovers and the villainy of a complete cad, and it is thus impossible for it to 
obtain complete sympathy. The Long Vovage Home is a and 
workmanlike example of “Grand Guignol.” It is well done. but one has a 
right to expect something better than a one-act “thriller” from O'Neill. 
lis dialogue might be considerably toned down without any loss of effect. 
Both plays are well acted. In “ Diff'rent " Miss Jean Cadell as a simpering 
spinster, Mr. Ton Swinley as her constant lover, and Mr. Leslie Banks as a 
very unpleasant young soldier, take chief honours. In the other play there 
is not so much scope, but Mr. Leslie Ranks gives a splendid study of a 
Swedish sailor. 

“South of the Line.” at the “Q" Theatre, is the latest contribution to 
the already large body of “South Sea” plays. It is an excellent example 
of its type, and has the advantage of a really splendid cast. Mr. Milton 
Rosmer, as a down-at-heels beachcomber, has the part of his life. and gets 
every possible ounce out of it. He is well supported, too. by Miss Delia 
Dellvina, Miss Violet Penule, Mr. Raymond Massey, and Mr. Leslic Perrins. 
The story is well-constructed and dramatic, although the final surprise 
verges dangerously on the farcical. 

“The Beggar's Opera " is to be revived at the Lyric, Hammersmith, for 
a limited number of performances, next Tuesday evening. The cast will 
include Messrs. Frederick Ranalow, Miles Malleson. and Scott Russell, and 
the Misses Sara Allgood and Angela Baddeley.

Diaghileff’s Russian Ballet returns to the Coliseum on Monday after a 
week in Paris. Other contributors to the programme will! include Layton 
and Johnstone. Muriel George and Ernest Butcher, Bransby Williams. 
Coram, and Van Dock. Two strikingly different methods of musical 
expression will be in evidence next week at the Alhambra. where the bill! 
will be headed by De Groot and Jack Hylton and his Band. Also on the 
programme are Talbot O'Farrell, Yvette Rugel, and Gillie Potter. Daisy Wood 
will head the bill at the Holborn Empire, and will be supported by the Raitz 
Band, Dorrie Deane, the new comedienne, Edna Maude, and Sammy Shields 

One of the most interesting of the many functions being organised on 
behalf of the Rebuilding Fund of the Middlesex Hospital is the production 
of Mr. Wilfrod Eyre’s musical comedy, “ Little Miss Fortune. at the Seala, 
on the 25rd, 24th, and 25th inst.

MUSICAL NOTES. 

Sir Henry J. Wood is sailing for America, where he is engaged to 
conduct four concerts at the Hollywood Bowl, Los Angeles, with the Los 
Angeles Symphony Orehestra. Sir Heury will introduce for the first time 
there the “Planets,” by Holst. London Symphony by Vaughan Wilhams, 
Variations by Elgar, English Rhapsody by George Butterworth, Danse 
Rhapsodie by Delius,and Prelude “On the Cliffs of Cornwall.” by Dame 
Ethel Smyth. He is returning to London in good time to conduct the 
Promenade Concerts which commence on August 8th. 

The programme of Mr. Victor Wittgenstein’s concert at Molian Hall 
last week was one of generous proportions, including the great Sonata 
Tragica of McDowell, and examples of Bach, Scarlatti, and Scriabin. Mr. 
Wittgenstein has just returned from a prolonged tour in France, Ausiria, 
and Italy. | 

The pianoforte recitals given at the studios of Mr. Isador Epstein have 
by now become firmly established in musical cireles. The pianoforte recital 
given by Mr. Sydney Crooke, a young artist who bas already made himself 
well known on the concert platform, included a Chopin group, as weil as 
examples of Bach, Remcau, Schumann, and Debussy, and was carried out in 
a manner and spirit worthy of his talents and of Mr. Epstein’s tuition. He 
is an ideal exponent of Mr. Epstein’s methods. Vocal assistance was lent by 
Mr. Austen Carnegie, with Louise Stahl at the piano. 

The recital of Miss Phyllis Archibald at Molian Hall presented many 
attractive featares. Miss Archibald is gifted with a good. voice and a charm 
of personality that lent special value to her renderings. In addition to the 
well-known songs of Gliick, Saint-Saéus, and numerous other composers, 
covering a wide range of vocal art, she introduced two new songs of American 
and Australian origin, and joined Mr. Herbert Cameron in selections from 
Mr. Isidore de Lara's opera, “ Messaline.’ 

Mr. Heary Gudenian, the young Armenian , composer, whose works 
were given at Queen's Hall last week, is to be congratulated on having 
brought something absolutely novel to the concert-world. His mission, we 
are told, is to introduce aud interpret to the West the music of the East ; 
and with the able assistance of Sir Henry J. Wood, he has certainly achieved 
un impressive'succéss. The manver in which Sir Henry Wood has adopted 
Mr. Gudenian’s music to the instruments of a Western orchestra is truly 
marvellous. -Mr. Gudenian himself played the solo violin part. How 
popular such music, with its exotic harmonies and strange unexpected 
flashes of colour, is likely to become in this couutry, 1s difficult to say. But 
without doubt, judgment should be reserved until further opportunities of 
becoming familiar with Mr. Gudenian's style have been offered. It is to be 
hoped that the “Omar” Suite; at any rate, will be repeated soon, before a 
audience.

union of the various Young Israel Societies. I am not sure if the date 
of the gathering has actually been fixed, but I want to express the hope 
that the meeting will “come off,” and that it will be a great success. 
Some people seem to think that I am officially responsible for the Young 
Israel Societies. This is not the case. I am merely a sort of benevolent 
god-mother to them all, though my interest in their doings is enhanced 
by the fact that they definitely arose out of our League, and have adopted 
our motto as their own. In that sense, and that sense only, 1 am 
connected with the Movement. 

UNION 18 STRENGTA. 

I hope it may be found possible to link up the Societies in some sort 
of Union. I know that the attempt has been made before, and has failed 
(at any rate so far as London is concerned), but I beliese that that failure 
was due to personal reasons, and not because the idea of union was not a 

di one. The fear has been expressed that the formation of an 
Risoclhtics may involve the loss, by the constituent societies, of their 
independence and individuality, 1 believe this fear to be unfounded, 
and, in any case, the possibility may be guarded against. On the other 
hand, great advantages may accrue to all the societies by being bound 
together. They will learn from one another and will be able to help one 
another. 

A MOVEMENT. 

We already talk of a “ Young Israel Movement.” So long as the 
societies are isolated units that is a misnomer. When they are hnked 
together they will be able to “move” in unison, and will be able to 
decide as to the direction in which they want to go. [ hope they will 
cling to our motto. It seems to express a very fine ideal for any 
association of young Jews and Jewesses. I hope. too, that those who 
are going to confer will discuss the means by which the Jewish side of 
the Movement can be strengthened. Some of my correspondents, I 
know, feel very strongly ou this matter.
